Representatives of 
mercantile concerns that have been 
forced by dishonest officials in the 
appraiser's department, as well as by 
grafters in the 
surveyors 
division, 
have made up their minds to ask for 
a square deal from the President of 
the United States. 
At the same time 
they want congress to send a com­ 
mission to New York which will comb 
the customs service out and not p e r I 
mlt its reports to be pigeonholed in 
the treasury department. 
The merchants who think that the 
only chance of securing permanently 
Improved conditions 
in the custom 
house is by easing Mr. Loeb out of 
the col lector's office. Intend to tell 
Mr. Taft a number of things which j 
have been concealed from him hither
